The  offer  of  free  immunisation  was  continued  to  all 
children  over  one  year  of  age  throughout  the  district  through 
the  agency  of  the  schools  which  wore  visited  for  the  purpose. 

52  children  were  immunised  in  this  way  during  the  year  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

An  infant  welfare  centre  is  held  at  Winslow  each 
month  where  immunisation  id  performed.  Children  from  the 
Newton  Longvillo  area  visit  tho  Eletchley  infant  welfare  centre. 

The  Bucks  County  Council  Child  Welfare  Authority  has 
also  a  scheme  whereby  children  may  be  immunised  by  the  family 
practitioner  free  of  charge.

There  is  an  Institution  in  Winslow  for  mental  defectives. 
40  bods  are  provided  33  for  females  and  7  for  males.  All  cases 
are  feeble  minded  and  of  low  grade .

Water. 


The  Bucks  Water  Board,  of  which  the  Council  are  a 
constituent  member,  are  the  statutory  water  undertakers  in  the 
district  and  their  mains  are  available  in  each  parish.  The  supply 
is  adequate  and  of  good  quality. 

During  the  war  years  the  parish  public  pumps  have  been 
maintained  for  emergency  purposes  and  still  constitute  the  source 
of  supply  for  a  number  of  houses. 

It  is  anticipated  that  with  the  carrying  out  of 
comprehensive  sewage  schemes  in  many  parishes  in  the  post  war 
years  a  considerable  number  of  properties  will  be  connected  to 
the  Board rs  mains  and  the  existing  wells  and  pumps  can  then  bo 
dispensed  Y/ith. 


In  conclusion  I  would  remark  that  the  general  standard 
of  hoalth  throughout  the  district  is  satisfactory.
